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The copies of foreign patent documents and other documents associated with the 
Information Disclosure Statement of May 17, 2004, originally filed on February 26, 2003, have 
been located and included in the electronic version of the present application. The examiner will 
considered said Information Disclosure Statement when the next Office action on the merits is 
made. 

The reply filed on May 17, 2004, is not fiiUy responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omissions or matters: 

The Applicant's response does not indicate which claims are readable on the elected 
species (Office action mailed on May 20, 2003: page 2, lines 16-17). The remarks also fail to 
particularly point out the support for several of the newly added claims and claim limitations 
(notably, claims 41, 112, 113, 115, 116, 118, 119, 121, 122, 124, 125; MPEP 714,02). The 
Applicant may group together dependent claims with similar further limitations. If the Applicant 
is asserting that a certain claim is supported by the great-grandparent application serial no. 
08/602,241, then reference should be made to US 5,800,568 rather than to the instant application.
